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for getting out the Society’s publications at the 
scheduled times during 1961; and be it further 

RESOLVED, that the Governing Board recognizes 
the Society’s current acute financial situation, 
and in order to remedy it adopts the following 
resolutions : 

That the Managing Editor and the Executive 
Secretary are directed to so curtail the publication 
costs of all Society publications that such costs 
are kept within the budgeted figures for the current 
and subsequent fiscal years ; 

That the Managing Editor, Subject Editors and 
the Editorial Boards are authorized to accomplish 
this curtailment by : 


1. Limiting the annual free publication privileges 
in the JouRNAL oF Economic ENToMOoLOoGy and 
the ANNALS OF THE ENTOMOLOGICAL SOCIETY OF 
AMERICA of a single author to six pages ; 

2. Refusing acceptance for publication of dupli- 
cating and superfluous material ; 

3. Requiring authors to abbreviate lengthy and 
detailed tabular material ; 

4. Requiring the payment of excess publication 
costs through grants, institutions, or private con- 
cerns in accordance with definition on page 6 of 
U.S. Public Health Service Publication No. 415, 

1959. 


5. Deferring publication of manuscripts as may 


be necessary. 


For administrative purposes, this resolution applies to all 
manuscripts received after January 15, 1962. The cost for 
excess matter will be $20.00 per page. 
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
